The ſeventeenth day, the Farle of Caſtle- 
hayen, Sir Henry Elmer, Sir Nicholas Vhhite, 
and his two ſons, were called to the” Kings 
Bench, from thenee commitred cloſe Priſoners 
as Traytors ; burthe Earle fained himſelf ſick, 
and went not,and ſtill remaines in the Sheriffes 
hands. 

The cighteenth day, one Ryſſelf, and one 
Archeald were hanged and quartered, able 
men in eſtate,their fact I know not: That night 
wee had ſome Cattle ſtollen by the Rebels, 
within two miles of us. 

The rwentieth day, one Captaine Zloyd was

be with him upon Sunday night with 12000. 
men to take Nundalke, and found with the 
man a protection from Sir Philem O Neale, the

That night likewiſe we had fone Cattle fto)- 
lenby the Rebels, this they doe alwayes when 
our Lewy is abroad, thinking that will turne 
them home.

out warrant from the Lords,ortheir Colonell, 
asthey have done; both robbed and. pillaged, 
and cut grafſe, corne, and ſpoyle all that come 
neere them ; bur now if they Toe ſo, they are 
to be executed by Martiall Law ; the Provoſt 
Martiall of. the Ciry harh a ſtrict command ro 
looke ta the buſinefſe, and ro execute the of- 
fenders.
